"Only Chicolini and I know where they*re kept," President Firefly- 
told the/press, "This way we can be sure that only loyal Freedoniana are aware of 
our country's war plans 6 "

ST. PETERSBURG (18 March 1909): After six years of exile in Great Britain, 
Nicholas II, Tsar of All the Russias, returned to his capital. 

is the first order of business, Nicholas addressed the luma. This 33uma is the 
first since 1902, and it contains representatives from all of Free Russia, as well as 
advisors from thfe Austrian puppets of the Souths 

Nicholas reminded the delegates that although most of the Motherland has been 
regained, the hardest part is yet to come. "Vast legions of Austrian, slaves are as- 
sembled in the countryside around Moscow, and levys of Turks from the South are as- 
sembling. The battle for our homeland wiH be long and bloody." 

He announced that an English army was being brought to Norway to aid in the 
battle. "The oppressors will be swept from our plains," he said. 

Most important of all, he announced the drafting of a new constitution, sharply 
curtailing his own powers, and establishing, for all practical purposes, a cons titu- 
tional monarchy. ""I learned my lesson in 1903, on that fateful day when the German 
columns rumbled into this very city, and my armies melted before them. The people 
must have a share in their country, or they cannot love it and protect it. The 
riots, the civil war, and the occupation have convinced me of that, fe can no long- 
er be a nation of the ruled, we must have a nation of rulers if we are to survive. "' 

LONDON (24 May 1909): From an interview with former Prime Minister Towns end, the 
man who led the Jmpire through several long years of war, only to be stricken by can- 
cer - forced to turn over the reins of government to another. 

Q: You have been in retirement for almost two years how. ]D3 your illness any 
better? Do you siee a return to government in the future for yourself? 

A: Actually, the cancer has been better lately, perhaps it»s satisfied to have 
gotten me out mf the Ministry. But ho, I have no plans to reenter political life. 
I f m heppy as I am - I'm -grateful for the rest, and grateful for the successes of our 
forces in the war. Both have done me good. 

Q: Do you have' a.ny ccmments on ailiame* Ministry? 

A: Only good ones. During my last months, you know, he was just about running 
the show himself anyway. He T s doing an excellent job. 

Q: What about the war itself? Da you have any predictions , or just observations? 

A: Not too many. I have been out of touch for nearly two years, you know. It 
does seem t» me that things are taking a turn for the better, though. We*ve just 
about eliminated the German forces as an effective fighting agent, and once that*s 
done, we will have the Eastern powers bottled up in the Mediterranean, At the pre- 
sent there's always that horrible danger of a breakout into the North Sea o£ France. 
But that danger is going away - the ga^fce is closing, at great cost in lives, but it is 
slowly closing.

in 1960 Games Research brought out the game Convention, which is now making its 
third appearance in a presidential election year. Convention is by no means as deep 
as Diplomacy, and chance plays a rather large factor in it, but it is a thoroughly 
enjoyable "light" game, and offers many opportunities to play out aggressions against 
other players. 

The game board and style of play are something of a combination of Monopoly and 
Careers . From Monopoly it takes the perimetric path around the board, the state pri- 
maries in which delegates may be won by landing on the appropriate squares, squares 
which entitle players to draw cards which help or hinder them, a "Jail" (the Creden- 
tials Committee) ahd 20 more delegates to each player as he la^ds on or passes the 
starting-place. From Careers it takes interior paths, on which a player throws one 
die at © move 'as he attempts to win large state delegations in caucuses. 

Convention ier a game for S to 6 players. They circle the board in search of as 
many of the 1400 delegates as they can get, beginning with 100 each and. trying to get 
delegates through primaries., caucuses, and landing on spaces entitling them to un- 
pledged delegates, is long as unpledged delegates are available .from the "bank", 
they are picked up when a player lands on a square such as "Your Name Placed in Rfomi- 
nation by Ix-President - 'fin 50". However, once these are used up,, unpledged dele- 
gate© are taken from other players." In, practice, this, means that the leading player 
is hit for contributions on such occaeioEB. 

The game includes 26 Progress Report Cards sind <38 Strategy Conference Cards, 
whiJh resemble the "Chance" and "Community Chest" cards of Monopoly. The Progress 
Reports entitle the playei , either instantly or at some later time, to move a stated 
number of spaces forward. These can be extremely- useful when a player is closing in 
on a squareful of delegates (55 to 100) in one of the caucuses. The Strategy Confer- 
ence Cards are even more valuable.; they enable a player to move to the entry square of 
a cauQus, to call for a ballot, to block someone else*s oall for a ballot, or to make 
a desperation play in' the "Smoke-Filled Room". Like most of the Progress Reports, 
they can be played at will. 

■ If a player lands on the starting-place, there is a ballot, and players count up 
their delegates. The leader, if he has over 300 votes, get 50 votes worth of "Band- 
wagon Sentiment" from each other player. The player with the fewest votes becomes- 
the "Bark Horse",' sind may under certain circumstances benefit from a show of Dark 
Horse Sentiment. 

at any time, once he has made one trip , around the board, a player may hold a 
Demonstration. This begins with a declaration of intent, whereupon the player must go 
through the next three moves without landing on a square that costs him votes or makes 
him lose a turn. The Progress Report Cards are helpful in getting through a demonstra- 
tion, but the third turn must be taken with the dice. If a player wins his demonstra- 
tion, he not only gets 30 votes from each other player, but he can move directly to any 
square on the outside. For example, the leader would move to the starting place and' 
call for a ballot, while the dark horse would move to a square which benefits him spe- 
cifically. A player whose demonstration fails loses £0 votes to each other player. 

If, after the conclusion of a ballot, one player has an absolute, majority of the 
votes (or 1000 votes in a 8-man gaae) , he wins at once. 

The Smoke-Filled Room is a desperation play. On this space, a player stakes ev- 
erything on the throw of one die. If the bosses disapprove, he is out of the game; if 
they approve, he'Vins half the uncommitted votes of each other player. 

The game lends itself easily to grudge fights, ss players choose from whom they 
will take the uncommitted delegates which they win,, But an opponent should not be goad- 
ed too far, or he meiy enter a caucus whose delegates you- have won, re-win them him- 
self, and take them from you. " 

For those who find Diplomacy taking too much tike, Convention' is .shorter and just 
as wild, though at" tho cost" of "verisimilitude and intrigue. "There 0 are no alliances. 
Proper strategy involves knowing when to call a Demonstration, and how to exploit the 
winning of one. Proper play of the, cards, particularly in the caucuses, is "also impor- 
tant.

This Prince Of Wales, later King Edward VII, spent many happy hOurs 
Over the gaming tables ®f ' BeaucOuillSn, and in Other diversions available 
in the Grand Duchy. It Is estimated that, Over a period Qf lj.3 years, he 
lOst a net total Of 1,880,000 ducats, 

(The BeaucOuillOn ducat, first minted during the reign ©f Gualtier 
I in 1189, remains the mOst stable coinage in the wOrld. It is nOw val- 
ued at $10,66, Or 1 red chip.) 

The inherited wealth 0f the nObility and landed gentry was challenged 
during thOse decades by the .emerging class fi?f big capitalists, sCme I3f 
whOm cOuld buy and sell the nObles whO sneered at them as parvenus . TO 
accomodate these gOOd customers, the Grand Duke COsimO XII introduced the 
practice SJf selling titles Of nObility. The mOst nOtOriOus such sale was 
to the Italian spaghetti magnate UmbrlagO $0s cane 111, who was snubbed at 
the roulette table by C0un£ SchOszkly* The next day, at a cOst 0f three 
million ducats, the Italian was the Duke Of ,T0sc§nelli, - and had the pleas- 
ure 0f taking precedence 0f SehOszlcly at the MalsOn de tOus Nations.
